Eph, the Snake-Tamer. 


••The business of snake-charming 
ain't what it used to be, and don't you 
forget It," said old Eph Sewelltoa Star 
reporter a few days ago. 
"NowacMys 


a snake-charnior will have two or three 
ttmed reptiles and pretend to do a great 
deal. In the good old times no man 
who cared to risk his reputation before 
the public as a suekq-chariuer dared to 
think of baring a cage of less than a 
dozen rattlers, snappers and spread- 
era,** 


•In the early days of Barnum's Muse- 


uai, Eph Sawell was ono of the great- 
rest attraction*. Ho had charge of a 
cage of reptiles from many lands, and 
at every performance always made it a 
point to go Into the cage and Ho down 
with the collection. 
In the course of 


HUM his health became greatly impaired 
iron inhaling the poisonous atmosphere 
of rt»« cage, and his akin became mot- 
tled and broken like that of a snake. 
Physicians ordered Mm to seek n 
change of climate and avocation, and he 
forsook tho profession of snukc-clmrm- 
tog and went to the West Indies. After 
»Few yoara'sojourn in that mild cli- 
mate nis health was restored, and he 
•dopted another calling by way of earn- 
ing a livelihood. Old Eph's hands nnd 
face are covered with sears which have 
been inflicted by serpents1 fangs, and 
he never tires of relating snaky inci- 
dents of tho days when he enjoyed the 
sobriquet of "The Snake King." 


"To handle snakes successfully," the 


old man continued, as he loaned up 
•gainst the box-ollice of Bunnell's Mu- 
seum, "one must not be afraid of tho 
sleek-skinned rascals. 
Snakes arc just 


like human beings in many respects; 
when they get hold of an arrant cow- 
ard or timid person, some fun is bound 
to ensue. I was bitten four times in 
one day once by a lot of little Jersey 
Pine snakes, and if. I had not choked 
and beaten tho oft'omlors half to death, 
their companions would have made it a 
point to have sampled me daily. As it 
was I made it so hot for them that they 
would all He in my bosom and hiss 
vengeance at the spectators." 


"Did you ever consider your life in 


danger from an attack by reptiles?" 
aaked Manager George O. Starr". 


"Well, there have been times when 


I would hare felt more comfortable at a 
table enjoying a good dinner. On one 
occasion that I now recall I introduced 
myself t» the largest boa-constrictor 
ever brought to this country. 
Ho was 


eighteen feet in length and weighed 
over 300 pounds. He had been in tho 
country two weeks, and Barnum was 
obliged topay a good price to get hold 
of him. When I went into the cage I 
saw that he had became monarch of the 
concern. The remaining snakes wcro 
as submissive as mice, and when they 
crawled over to greet me his lordship 
looked wicked. 
I caught him in my 


arms, and he reared his head until it 
rested upon my left shoulder. 
Lifting 


him as much as possible, I passed him 
around my body, and he apparently im- 
agined that he was embracing a tree in 
hb native jungle. 
He tightened his 


coil, and a feeling like I was being 
slowly 
suffocated 
carno over me. 


Quicker than a flash I caught him back 
of his head, and by a desperate effort 
wrenched myself free. Then we both 
got angry. The boa came toward me 
and I caught him by the throat. I was 
strong enough to hold him at arm's 
length despite his struggles, and in a 
few moments he gave up the fight and 
relaxed his coils. Then I shook him 
until he was thoroughly alarmed, and 
ever afterward he was submissive. Had 
1 permitted his coils to close about me, 
no eartly agency could have saved me. 


"I once interfered between two large 
black snakes that were having a free 
fight, and they bit me two or three 
times each before I could gain the mas- 
tery. Snakes arc qnirjfc to learn, and 
they never forget a face. I handled 
one for two years, and then he was sold 
to a traveling exhibition. Eighteen 
months later I paused in front of a 
snake-cage in Baltimore, and my pet 
was among the collection. He raised 
his head and tapped on the glass before 
I recognized him, and appeared just as 
happy to see mo as though I was a long 
Absent brother. 
When keepers are 


Cnanged the snakes arc quick to resent 
It. Some years ago I was traveling 
with Barnum, and at Indianapolis went 
off on a hurrah. At that time the snakes 
had to be performed,they were a vital at- 
traction, and Fccjce Jim was substituted 
for me. 
He was unable to handle but 


two out of the ten, and Coup was so 
happy that he almost kissed me when I 
rejoined the show. Snakes are splen- 
did eating. One day I determined to 
kill a small boa that was nl\fuya mak- 
Bg trouble with the collection, and did 
BO. 'What are you going to do with the 
carcass?1 asked a fellow who had gone 
through Brazil. I replied that I would 
do nothing; and then he persuaded me 
to cook it. 
We cookeu it together, 
and found it far superior to young 
squirrel. Afterward, in the West In- 
dies and in Mexico, I always regarded 
snakes for the table with high favor." 


"Do you over intend to.go into the 


snake-charming business again?" 


"No. 
I am growing old, and will 


leave the younger members of the pro- 
fession something to do; but I do be- 
lieve that if 1 could got a. big cage full 
of snakes once more, and cat, drink and 
sleep with them as I used to do, it 
would make me feel ten vears younger."

Changes of the Earth's Surface. 


According to Lonibardina, the Po 


now transports three times as much 
sediment as formerly, the increase be- 
ing chictly due to the destruction of the 
forests, and the consequent increased 
denudation of the Alps. French engi- 
neers estimate that the delta of the 
Rhone has advanced at a rate far 
greater than it did previous to the cul- 
tivation of its valley. In tho Eastern 
United States, wherever a mountain 
slope has been stripped, incipient ra- 
viiyis quickly form and enlarge with 
such rapidity as to excite tho attention 
oi geologists. This is especially the 
case with the sandy soils of Maryland, 
Georgia, and Alabama, previously cov- 
ered with pine forests. Tho Black 
Earth of Russia, one of the chief 
sources of the agricultural wealth of 
the Empire, is quickly cut up into huge 
ravines,' and the finest soil in Europe is 
being rapidly carried away to increase 
tho deltas of the Volga and the Don, 
nnd to slit up the Sea of Azov. During 
the great Hoods of 1800 and 1808 in 
France and Switzerland, the wooded 
soils alone escaped being washed away. 
Tho immunity of the Provinces of Ures- 
ehv and Bergamo from damage by tho 
great floods of 1872 was chietly due to 
fore.stal improvements. During 
ten 


years the department of the Lower 
Alps lost 01,000 acres of cultivated soil 
from the effects of torrents; and tho 
clearing of the forest of the Ardocho 
has resulted in the covering up of 70,- 
000 acres of good land with barren sand 
and gravel. 


It is thought by many that vegeta- 


tion elevates the surface as much as 
water depresses it. This, however, can 
only be tho case when natural vegeta 
tion is suffered to decay on the ground 
in which it grew. In the ease of culti- 
vated crops, which only partly return 
to the soil, this elevation of the surface 
cannot take place; and, its compensa- 
ting effect being lost, denudation is rehv 
lively greater from this cause alone. 


Hence it appears that ouo result of 


man's influence by laying bare large 
tracts of laud for cultivation lias been 
greatly to increase tho erosion of the 
surface. 
In some instances, however, 


the action of man has been to check 
the natural transport of 
sediment. 


This especially has been done in the 
case of shifting sand-dunes and en- 
croachments of the sea. Along thai 
part of the French coast which extends 
from the Girondo to the Adour, the sea 
throws up annually one million two 
hundred and forty-live thousand cubic 
metres of sand, which the wind heaps 
up into hills and carries inland, over 
whelming villages 
and 
converting 


streams into marshy pools. The an 
uual progress of the sand-hills was so 
great that in many parts of Bretagne 
the tops of chimneys above a sea o 
sand alone marked the site of buries 
villages. The amount of dunoliuul ii 
Western Europe alone has boon csti 
imited to cover more than a millioi 
acres; and still larger deposits exist in 
parts of Africa, Asia, and America 
The destruction caused by those shift 
less sands has, from an early date, at 
traded the attention of governments 
and the result has been to check thei 
ravages by careful planting. Thus ha 
man's ingenuity boon successfully op 
posed to tho action of the agencie 
which have caused those endless waste 
of drifting sands in Poland, Peru, am 
the United States; and to the devasta-

prominent notice tho subject of greeu 
odder crops. For soiling or for pas-; 
urage, rye will be found the moit; 
aluablo crop of tho season. 
It is 


heaper than wheat, is far better as a 
odder, and is ready for use earlier. It is 
>roductive of milk if cut before it is hard 
nd dry, and the surplus, if out before 
lie grain is formed, makes excellent 
my. It will make a good crop of fod- 
.er upon poor soil and on this account 
s especially adapted for the beginning 
'f a course of improvement of a poor 
arm. 


But there are some points in regard 


o its culture and uses upon which er- 
oncous ideas aro current. In the first 
)lace, there needs to be a thicker sced- 
ng than is usual, when the crop is 
grown for grain, and tho poorer tho 
soil the thicker should be tho seeiliiitr 
ip to four or five bushels per acre. 
C 


lave sown all tho way from two-and- 
a-half to live bushels to the acre, and 
hreo-and-ono-half or four, liavo given 
iho best yield of tho best foddor, which 
s all the better the finer it is. Thick 
seeding gives a thin, slender, tall, 
eafy growth which is tho best for both 
wider and hay. With threo-and-ono- 
wlt bushels of seed and 300 pounds of 


"complete" concentrated fertilizer. 
have grown a crop which cut 110 


pounds of green fodder to tho 
• square 


rod, or more than eight and throe- 
fourth tons to tho acre early in May. 
This is quite equal to the maximum ex- 
pectation of tho yield of soiling crops, 
ivhich is, that tho produce of a square 
rod should support a cow for ono day, 
and an Ayrshire or Jorsoy cow will not 
consume more than sixty pounds of 
green rye in one day, when she is pro- 
vided with four or iivo quarts of meal 
with it. 
The most disappointing mistake in 


regard to this crop is that it can bo cut 
several times ia the season. 
This is 


altogether out of the question. 
Tho 


habit of growth of rye is to throw out 
a bunch of radiclo leaves, or imperfect 
stocks with spreading leaves, in the 
fall. If the season is" warm and loug- 
contimiod, tho roots spread by throw- 
ing out now sets of similar leaves until 
tue ground is completely covered as 
with a sod; if the seed has been sown 
early and the warm weather continues 
the stocks may throw up from the cen- 
ter of each an oar-bearing stem, tho 
ear of which may or may not emerge 
from the aheath. 
In either caso, to 


cut this or permit it to be -grazed off, 
destroys the ear, and the plunt must 
throw up new off-shoots from tho roots 
or the crop of grain is destroyed, so 
that a very vigorous crop needs to bo 
pastured down in tho fall not so much 
to prevent smothering in the winter, 
as somo think, but to . check its lux- 
uriance and succulence, 
which en- 


courages the growth of seed stalks in 
tho fall and which cause it to succumb 
to the frost, or to rot under tho closo 
covering of a deep, wet-snow. 
In the 


spring the plants do not tiller so much 
as in tho fall, unless when very for- 
ward and vigorous thoy aro pastured 
down and chocked somewhat; but they 
soon throw up tho ear shoot. If the 
crop is cut, this must bo done before 
the shoath has come into range of 
the scythe, otherwise the embryo cm- 
is cut oil and the crop is confined to 
those stalks which have so far been de- 
layed in thoir growth by tho vigor of 


At any rate, then 
locessarily bo done 
is small and before 


tho main shoots liavo grown to n length 


will bo very light. 
Tho first cutting 


,of rye, in fact, will bo so light as to be 
hardly worth taking and, if it is worth 
,it tho second growth will be very 
.light. I have grown ryo for soiling, 
|moro or less for fifteen years, and 
have never yot found it to yield a 
double cutting worth tho labor, if tho 
first is good for anything, the second 
is next to worthless, and if tho second 
ono is to bo good, the first must bo 
takon so early as to bo of littlo value. 
There is very littlo growth in ryo be- 
fore April, and as rye often shows ears 
4n April it must bo very clear that 
there cannot be much time to make a 
first cutting and yet get a second ono. 
In fact, ono may, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, turn a few calves on to the

of Syracuse, received tho one hundred 
and forty-first annual rental on a farm 
of three hundred acres situated in the 
town of Schaghticoko. This farm was 
leased by Governor Alvord's grand- 
father, Jacob Abram Lansing, in 1740, 
tho lease to run " as long as grass 
grows and water runs," in perpetuum. 
The rental iixod upon 141 years ago was 
fifteen cents per acre—a total of forty- 
five dollars a year upon the farm—which 
princely dividend, by right of inher- 
itance, lias for years found ita way into 
tho coffors of the father of the Legisla- 
ture.

rye in tho fall or spring, but not cows, 
excepting under special and raro cir- 
cumstances, and then merely to save 
the rye, rather than to feed the cows a 
full meal 


When the heads appear the cutting 


of ryo may begin and may last until it 
ia in full blossom, whoa it should bo 
cut and made into hay. At this time. 
which will be in June, tho clover and 
early grass will bo ready for cutting 
and the rye will be getting hard nnd 
woody. 
Kvo has often disappointed 


those who have grown it for soiling, 
because it hag been cut too late; for as 
soon as it gets tough and hard, it is a 
poor milk-producing food; but when it 
is young it is different. 
As soon as 


tho blossoms appear it should bo cut 
and not left a day longer. 


When there is ample store of fodder, 


tho ryo cannot be put to a better use 
than to plow it under as a green ma- 
nure for corn. This can be done with 
ease, when it is five or six feet tall, by 
moans of a drag chain and the stalk 
completely covered, tho surface shoulo 
then be rolled, and harrowed only witli 
a sloping-tooth harrow, so that the rye 
is not torn up. This course pursued for 
a few years, with ryo and coru alter- 
nately, and the rye sown again on the 
corn stubble, will make a light soil as 
rich as a garden. If this ia done or 
proposed to be done, there should be 
twice as much ryo sown as will bo cut, 
and then one-half can bo plowed in, in 
alternate years. In cutting tho ryo it 
should not bo forgotten to leave a 
sufficient quantity to the last, ami put 
it in sheaves and dry it for making 
bands for binding tho fodder corn in 
sheaves. This is tho most convenient 
manner for putting up fodder corn, und 
rye straw is the best material for 
binding.—Hairy

Sfanton'g War Conduct. 


"I was talking to General McMahon, 


who was for some timo tho principal staff 
officer of General Dix, about Secretary 
Stanton's treatment of Alexander Steph- 
ens and Postmaster General Reagan, 
both now in Congress," writes Gath to 
the Cincinnati Enquirer: "Stanton was 
not very friendly to General Dix, look- 
ing upon him as o possible Presidential 
candidate, and ho issued orders directly 
to him, saying: 'You will proceed imme- 
diately to Fort Warren, in Boston Har- 
:bor, and receive from the naval vessels 
the two traitor rebels, Stephens and Bea- 
gan, and will see that they are confined 
separately, and. not allowed to commuui 
cate with each other, nor to have'writing 
materials.' 


"General Dix felt muc.i mortified, but 


he had no discretion in the matter. He 
went to the fort and sent McMahon on a 
tug to the steam-sloop Tuscatora, com- 
manded by Major Fraley, of Maryland.
